«anae I Iniaw tkat it would atrike 
home harder to have S<0 fonvtcU 
turned looae at the beginning of 

winter. ■• 

The convict lease BvBti'ni of Ar- 
kansas has been a blot on the good 
name of t ie State for years. When 
there were too many convicts to 
woA on tha Btnta farm, the rest 
kara toaan aoM. or feMlMd. to oon- 
traetora. who ia tnm aold tlmm to 
the Rock Island and the Iron Moun- 
tttn railroads. 

These leased convicts have built 
new railway beds and laid tracks, 
«Ter under. the guns of the guards 
Md t^o el«6 of the contractor.* Ev- 
wf dajr, rain or ahlna, aiek or well. 
tb07 wara .driTW to work. Many 
of tMm dtod flonc tha railroad 
« track*. 

Therb was no physician, no med- 
icine, no hospital bed for the sick 

Just the guard and contractor, 
and tor auuiy C|C tham .tha galling 
Itall and ,,aki«l. At./itBlM( all' the 
{doavict atoraa' alapt wtth Ml and 
4fcain taatanad to thair aatV- 

At Ward last spring a youns 
white boy convict was quickly shot 
down for refusing to worV in the 
hot sun while he had a burning fe- 
ver. The warden took him tb the 
railway atatiSn and left : bbn ly|ag 
on the platform la tl^a. aaa- and 
warned away paopla who wanted to 
do something to atop the flowing 
blood. The boy died next day. 

At Malvern another boy convict 
Wiis sliot and killed for beInK una- 
ble to work while he had a fever. 

In Chicot county the flesh of a 
convict's Isga began to rot beoause 
ba waa forced to^-waar tha thaakles 
day and night in' tha awampa. 
' "The priaonara In eonviat camps 
were fed mostly on abur pork and 
beans," says the (Jovernor, "and 
were herded in imfh at nlKht, (wen- 
ty-four or twenty-live men tg the 
jordlnary bos car, where jth«|r alapt 
i$mii Mth -aaii .varaiia. 

"Tha alicktaal ataq Mat apon 
jthe part of aay ooaviat bronitht him 

CI lashing with a loather strap six 
eet long and four Inches wide. 

"Men unaccustomed to hard la- 
bor were s»nt to the railroads to do 
the hardest kind of- work in the hot 
sun; and if they lagged or showed 
laaMIiljr: to> dO' tiM work, thar were 
■'Wm''H!f 'tlim^Win»- mni Itahad." 

Hand Jn hand wltb the SUte 
leasing system' went the eountv 
farm srstem. Convicts Imprisoned 
by justice's courts were sent to 
farms belonKlnjt to contractors, 
who paid as high as thirty cents a 
day for 'hem. 

In Plil'lps county, the court sen- 
tenced tw«> men jolntl^ chsrged 
with forging orders tor nine quaru 
of whiskey. One man fot thirty- 
six years and tile other eighteen — 
for nine quarts of whiskey! The 
flrst map died before Gov. Dona- 
gbey oprid get a p%rdon to bim. 

Jus£tcei are . aUc|ged to have 
worked with the contractors, sup- 
plying them with convlcu as need- 
ed. 

Gov. Oonagbey wanU the State 
to provide a penttantlary fund, so 
that convtcta who can not ba work- 



ed on the State farm may be rut 
upon the roada undar Bute snper- 
vision to maka a ajatam of trod 
higbwaya. 

And who la this Qovemor who 
faces the wrath of Arkansas' big 
business interests, the two big rail- 
road lines crossing this State, and 
who has aroused a State as it never 
has been aroused?

Till- commission recognized two 
kinds of mines — Junction point 
Binet and all othert.
